The merchant section of the Belfast linen 
trade reports that the improvement which 
was apparent a fortnight ago has been main- 
tained.

In plain goods there is little or no 
change, except probably that cambrics and 
Sheers are more in demand at very close 
prices.

On the 
Continent supplies are still att and, in 
consequence, the tendency of prices is firmer, 
although there is practically no change in 
price in sterling owing to the fluctuations of 
the exchange. Latvian Flax.—Harvesting 
operations are ing, and latest wires 
report a welcome change in the weather con- 
ditions.

Fully half of the crop has now been secured.

HOSPITAL TREATMENT 
AND CONVALESCENCE. 


—————- 


Evidence on the system of keeping 
accounts in connection with Boards of 
Health occupied the attention of the Poor 
Relief Com ission at its resumed sitting 
in, the Department of Agriculture, Mer- 
rion street, Dublin, yesterdey. 

Mr. E. P. MacCarron, Secretary to the 
Department. of Local Government. and 
Public Health, who was questioned by 
Sir John Keane, a Commissioner, gave 
it as his. opinion that the forms prescribed 
by the Ministry for the accounts of Boards 
of Health were calculated .to give the 
fullest information with regard to expen- 
diture, and provided the. best possible 
medium of conveying. information neces- 
sary to the public. 

Evidence as to the need for tae amend- 
ment of the law of registration was given 
by Dr. Ninian Falkiner, who said that 
hospital treatment without convalescence 
was money thrown away, and he ex- 
pressed the hope that, in making grants 
for hospital treatment, convalescence 
would not be forgotten. 

Mr. Charles H. O'Conor presided. 


THE PRESCRIBED FORMS. 


——— a 


NO COMPLAINTS FROM 
OFFICIALS. ——. 


Mr. MacCarron, in the course of his 
evidence, said that they had issued from the 
Ministry to the county boards of health an 
account order as to the procedure to be 
adopted, and it prescfibed forms for the 
accounts of the boards of health. These were 
prescribed after careful consideration of the 
necessities both from the local and depart- 
mental point of view, and were calculated to 
give the fullest information with. pat to 
expenditure. No forms were prescribed which 
were not considered necessary. 

The Chairman—While the form of account 
is not an account as rendered by ordinary 
commercial firms, it has been considered the 
best. form of account to give true and accurate 
accounts of the receipts and expenditure of 
the boards of health?!—Yes, for what they are 
intended to serve. 

In all public bodies generally their accounts 
are practically cash accounts ?'— Yes, recepits 
and éxpenditure account, amplified where 


necessary. 

Mr.. MacCarron further said that the form 
of account. provided.the best possible medium 
of conveying information to the 
public. ey cw a he open to criticism in 
this respect, that they appeared in some 
instances over-elaborate. An effort had been 
made to make the forms of a kind that could 
be. useful to an official of very indifferent 
accounting capacity, as well as the more in- 
telligent class of accountant. At the con- 
clusion of this Commission_they hoped for a 
more co-ordinated system. The present system 
had been substantially a satisfactory attempt 
to deal with the circumstances of the time, 
and he was not aware that so far any person 
who -had been concerned with the practical 
working of it had put forward any complaints 
whatever. 

Sir John Keane—With regard to statistical 
information, have you definite co-ordination 
with other ments requiring statistics— 
the strar-General or Mr. Hooper, Director 
of Statistics ’—Yes; the sags eee i Og is 
an officer within our own department. We 
adjust with them Hy, ‘and, as far as I 
know,to‘the Satisfaction of the Director. © 

DOUBLE ENTRY SYSTEM. 

Questions were then put by Sir John Keane 
As to a double entry system, and he suggested 
that, perhaps, some other witness might deal 
in detail with that subject. 

The witness remarked that, if Sir John 
Keane considered the evidence given not of 
importance, perhaps he would say what his 
own view was on double entry. 

Sir John Keane—I am ready to go into the 
witness box and give evidence with regard to 
double entry and to be cross-examined on it.

To what extent does the Local Government 
Department compare the costs on a unit basis 
between similar institutions in counties !—The 
practical work is done by the auditor. 

e witness, in reply to a question as to 
how. an auditor in one county got knowledge 
of details of costs, etc., in another county, 
said that there was a. constant process of 
giving auditors information, and the ‘auditors 
met together and exchanged information. 
They had a most vigilant and exact system. 

Sir John Keane remarked that in connection 
with questions that he had put to the witness, 
be thought, if forms were redundant and un-. 
necessary; titat he should explore the matter. 
_Chairman—You are right; and the Commis- 
sion will ag pai with you in trying to 
simplify the method of procedure. Mr. 
MacCarron agrees with you that in some cases 
the forms are complicated and he is willing to 
adopt suggestions: 

Witness—That is one of the reasons why we 

would wish to have Sir John Keane's criticism 
and the criticism of other parties. 
Sir John Keane—I have been attempting 
all the Government 
forms for accounting overhauled, and I think 
it a duty to avail myself of every. opportunity 
to do so. There is a great waste of efficiency 
and money involved in these matters. 

Chairman—You-will have the support of the 
Commission if you can find more simple 
accounting forms.

ADMINISTRATION BY BOARDS. 

Mr. Charles Eason gave evidence on behalf 
of the Dublin. Christian Citizenship Council, 
and ‘said that they were of Opinion that all 
rate-supported hospitals, medical attendance 
and home assistance should be administered 
by Boards of Health nsible 
County Councils and toughs.. They 
approved of the scheme for a Free State 
medical service, as suggested the Vice- 
regal Commissoin, 1906, and the report of the 
Treasury Committee appointed in 1913 to 
consider the extension of medical benefit 
under the National Insurance Act, 1911, to 
Ireland.. The service would discharge all 
public duties that had been, or might be, 
assigned to medical men by statute or by 
any duly authorised public body; entry to 
the service to be by competitive examina- 
tion, and control to be vested in a repre- 
sentative body consisting mainly of medical 
men. This body would allocate districts, 
make promotions, award pensions and exer- 
cise general supervision. 

They considered that if a State medical 
service were established, medical benefits 
under the Health Insurance Act should be 
adopted in Ireland. Medical i ion of 
school children was strongly ug . With 
regard to home assistance for the sick, the 
destitute r, including uninsured bread- 
winners, should in time of acute iliness. re- 
ceive adequate maintenance for their families, 
including reasonable rent ,as provided in the 
English poor law. Home assistance should 
be extended to destitute widows with one 
child under school age, on the ground that 
the child cannot receive proper care if the 
mother is obliged to support it by daily 
work. 

CARE OF CHILDREN. 

Recommendations as to the care of children 
included co-ordination of all legislation re- 
lating to child-birth, infancy and childhood 
up to the age of 18; that no child should 
be sa —w ap in an institution unless it is 
impossible, because of delicacy or for any 
other special reason, to board it out; that 
voluntary committees should be formed to 
assist in finding suitable accommedation for 
boarded-out nurse children, and should 
be authorised to confer with the inspector of 
boarded-out children as to the manner in 
which foster-parents discharge their duties ; 
that no child should be boarded out in a city 
area, nor in any rural district where there is 
not a local committee or child welfare centre, 
and it is most desirable that such centres 
should be established in every rural district 
in Ireland. He went on to say that his Coun- 
cil would recommend the appointment of ex- 
perienced and trained we oe workers to 
undertake all work in connection with the un- 
married mother and her child. Hostels should 
be provided for unmarried mothers until their 
babies ‘were weaned, and where the mothers 
would be helped to make a fresh start in life. 

The witness said in reference to health in- 
surance, that the benefits were not sufficiently 
appreciated. Neither employers nor employ 
realised the value of what was being done for 
them, and the thing was not working as 
smoothly as it might. There should be an 
effort to convince the public generally of the 
value of the system of health insurance. 
Further, he thought that information should 
be collected from the Boards of Health as to 
the class they were relieving and what they 
were spending on them. 

THE REGISTRATION LAW. 

Dr. Ninian M. Falkiner, who represented 
the same Council as Mr. Eason, urged the 
need which, he said, existed for the amend- 
ment of the registration law. Registration of 
births and deaths ought to be made more valu- 
while birth registration 
ought to be more informative, there should be 
a public certifier of death, because there were 
many causes of death that were indefinite in 
the certificates, and a great many deaths in 
this country were not certified at all. He in- 
formed the Commission that in regard to 
public health laws there was in Dublin a 
solid phalanx of good workers ready, to come 
forward and help in every way. Hospital treat- 
ment without convalesence was money thrown 
away, and he hoped that in any grants that 
might be given for hospital treatment, con- 
valescence would not be forgotten. 

Dr. Hennessy asked the witness if there was 
any reason why a wage-earner, earning £2 or 
£3 a week, should get medical treatment free 
when the wage-earner in England had to pay 
contributions under the Insurance Act? 

The Witness—No, it is one of the greatest 
curses of the country. He was in ‘favour of 
extending medica] benefits in the country. 

In®answer to the Chairman, he said that he 
was satisfied that under the Medical Charities 
Act adequate medical relief was available for 
the poor. In fact, it was over-generous, be- 
cause it treated people who should not get it 
free. 

The Commission adjourned, no date being 
fixed for the next sitting.

as a harbour appears to be established by

Galway and Dublin» is. the. shortest and

That the proposed method of transit 
across the Irish Channel.is common to both 
schemes, and does not call for any ex- 
pression of opinion by the Chamber. 

A4)-—-That no expression of opinion from the 
Chamber in regard. to the relative cost of 
the two schemes appears fó be necessary 
at this stage. 

(5)+That we believe that a prima facie case 

has been made in favour of the Galway 
scheme, and while we suggest that the 
Chamber shonld reserv@ the freedom ‘on 
support ‘hereafter any other Irish route 
which may he placed before them. and 
which would offer superior. advantages, we 
recommend that the ‘féesolution passed at

He knew that Sir Edward Bellingham 
honestly believed that what he said was true, 
but he (Mr. Byrne) thought that he had been 
deceived.

CORK COUNTY COUNCIL 
SCHOLARSHIPS. 


REMARKABLE SITUATION. 


At the wagoting, ba the Cork County Council 
yesterday Mr. mnett raised the question 
whether scholarships for pupils of primary 
schools who desire to enter secondary schools 
are tenable outside the County Cork. 

The Chairman, Mr. D. L. O’Gorman, said 
that it was not the present Council buí the 
previous one which instituted the scheme of 
scholarships from rimary to secondary 
schools. It should also he remembered that 
the Council, at the present time, was in very 
straitened circumstances. The scheme con- 
sisted of forty scholarships, valued at from 
£25 to £40. He had had an interview with 
the President of St. Colman's College, who 
told him that the fees in secondary schools 
would be about £8, and that the necessary 
books for each pupil would run to something 
between £2 and £3 a year, and he agreed in 
thinking that it would be a hardship on the 
ratepayers of the county to be compelled to 
pay between £35 and , where the neces- 
sary expenses falling on the parents of each 
child would not exceed £10 or £12 per year. 

At a meeting in that chamber it was stated 
that the reason why the members of the 

revious Council fixed such a sum was 

cause they felt that nts who had lost 
the services of their children should receive 
something in the way oí compensation, That 
was an extraordinary view to take. It meant 
that parents should be compensated because 
the County Council was going to bestow a 
education on their child. That was not 
ust to the public. It was not pleasant to be 
cheese-paring, but they were confronted with 
a very critial financial position, and he had 
repeatedly told them that it was not at all 
improbable that the Council might almost 
have to shut down. 

On the proposal of the Chairman, it was 
decided to deal with the matter at a special
